Niue Mea Are Known to Be Dead

Edinburg, June I.—A abaft in the 
Fifeshire collery caught fire this morn­ 
ing, and nine men are already dead, 
w hile the chances for the rescue of 
m any more are very slim. 


Constantinople, June I.—Advices re­ 
ceived here from Moosh state th a t the 
residence occupied by the French, B rit­ 
ish and Russian envoys has been forc­ 
ibly entered by the Turkish gendarmes, 
w ho attem pted to arrest a servant of 
th e envoys. 
The Turks used abusive 
language, and were expelled with diffl- 
tm lty. 
This incident, coupled with the news 
from Jeddah th at the British Consul 
and Vice Consul, the Russian Acting 
Consul and the French Consular Secre­ 
ta ry were attacked and shot at outside 
of the town, has caused much excite­ 
m ent in diplomatic circles. The British 
Vice Consul, as already cabled, 
was 
killed and the 
British 
Consul 
was 
slightly wounded. 
The other consular 
officers were seriously wounded. 
The 
shooting is attributed to Bedouins. 
Three British w ar ships have been or­ 
dered to Jeddah, with Instructions to 
protect the lives of foreigners and to 
Investigate the killing of the British 
Vice Consul and the wounding of the 
other consular officers. 
The Russian, French and British am ­ 
bassadors here have made representa­ 
tio n s to the Turkish government de­ 
m anding prom pt punishm ent for the 
culprits said to be Turkish gendarmes 
who forcibly entered the residence oc­ 
cupied by the envoys of Russia, France, 
and G reat Britain at 
Moosh, 
using 
abusive language and attem pted to ar­ 
re st a servant of the envoys.

Figures Given by 
Statistician of 
Agri­ 


cultural Departm ent. 
W ashington, June I.—Growing crops 
and progress of spring plowing May I 
is treated by the statistician of the De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture in his latest 
report to Secretary Morton. According 
to this statem ent Illinois had a wheat 
average a t th at date of 90 per cent; 
w inter rye, 92; barley, 91; 
meadows, 
mowing land, 90, and spring pasture 91. 
Plowing work already done was 78 per 
cent, being an increase of 12 per cent 
over the proportion usually done May I. 
Iowa had 89 for wheat, 91 rye, 86 m ead­ 
ows and spring pasture; 
87 plowing 
done, against 73 for preceding years. 
Michigan’s figures are: W heat, 78; rye, 
88; meadows, 86; pasture, 87; plowing, 
81 and 70 respectively. Wisconsin had 
48, wheat; 82, rye; 
77, meadows; 
SI, 
spring pasturage; 78, plowing, against 
66 in other average 
years. 
Indiana 
showed 87, wheat; 91, rye; 76, barley; 
89, meadows; 88, pasturage; 81, plowing, 
against 70 for the preceding year.

More far-reaching than any change 
during the last week, if really w arrant­ 
ed by facts, is the continued rise In the 
prices of wheat and cotton. Real scarc­ 
ity of either would affect all business. 
Happily there is still room to hope that 
acts of injury are greatly exaggerated, 
although there has been some evidence 
during the week th at both the great 
crops have suffered more than a t first 
appeared. 
Other changes are almost 
all favorable and softie highly encour­ 
aging. Labor troubles are clearly less 
threatening. 
M onetary conditions are 
satisfactory and the substantial in- 
creaso in the commercial demand is a 
good sign. 
Exchanges through the 
clearing-houses have been greatly in­ 
flated by speculation, and at this time 
last year were cut down by the coal

Before the black cap was draw n 
over his face he made this little speech: 
‘Gentlemen: I am here to tell you good­ 
bye. I hope I shall meet you in heaven. 
I w ant to warn you all to keep out of 
bad company.” 
His voice was very strong and clear. 
Jeffrey was not so cool and showed 
signs of nervousness, but both mounted 
the scaffold without effort. Jeffrey also 
spoke, saying: “I am going to die for a 
crime I never committed. I never done 
It.” 
The preparations for the execution 
were then quickly completed, the trap 
sprung and in twelve m inutes the con­ 
demned men were pronounced 
dead.

To be sure there are classes of 
people in various sections of the 
country who are constantly clamoring 
dor more money, and who seem pos­ 
sessed with the idea that if the gov­ 
ernm ent in Borne way had a larger 
supply, that fortune, that indefinable 
goddess, would scatter it broadcast, 
and in the general scramble, they 
would secure a liberal share. 
The 
destitute sections of Kansas, Nebraska, 
the Dakotas, and some of the other 
states, where the natural conditions 
are 
unfavorable, 
readily develop 
populists theories 
and 
clamor 
for 
government 
aid 
in 
the 
form of 2 per cent loans or direct con­ 
tribution. 
Another class found in 
th e cities and known as anarchists, 
socialists and labor agitators believe, 
th a t the world owes them a living and 
advocating that theory they are con­ 
vinced that the country needs more 
money, but the rank and file of hu­ 
m anity, including all classes, who do 
an y thinking for themselves, know 
th a t the volume of money is ample for 
all legitimate demands. 
They care 
but little about traditional silver or 
gold, because present experience sat­ 
isfies them that there is no shortage 
of money 
The gold of this country,

circulation for the past six months. It 
im not visible at the banks or in the 
channels of trade. 
The silver of the

OOO of it is stored in government ware­ 
houses at the national capital, so that

country is in no way inconvenienced. 
Money is readily produced for all le­ 
gitim ate demand, and the wheels of
